TO DISPLAY WONDERS OF ELECTRICITY

——

Pians for lllumination Contempinte a
Departure in the Science—Prog-
ent Made by the Eshibiters
at instailintion of Dasplays,

From present appearances there {8 no
doubt but what the opening day of (he
Transmissiessippl Exposition will see the
completion of all the main bulldings, to-
gether with the installation of the exhibits.
Many scem surprised at the apparent slow-
ness In the arrival and Installing of ex-
hibita, but the latter s one of the minor
factors. Of course the exhibits are not to
be slighted in their arrangement, but more
rapid progress Is made in this particular
than In the erecting of booths. The ex-
hibits have to a great degree arrived In the
city, and are in storage awnlting the com-
pletion of booths In the various bulldings.
A spirit of friendly feeling seems to per-
vade among the large mass of humnanity now
enguged on the grounds. The work goes
merrily on without the slightest friction of
any Kind. The pleasant weather of the last
six days has added to the great progress.
The grass scems to fairly shoot up from the
ground and already the lawn mowers have
been pressed Into service on almost all purts
of the grounds,

One of the most heautiful sighta to greet
the nightly visitors will be the lagoon and
main court. This s to be lighted entirely
with incandescent electric lighta, a feature
which has never before been undertaken at
A like event, because It was thought im-
poasible. Counting those which project from
the bulldings there will be §,156 incan-
descents, with n combined power of 163,120
candles. They will throw a yellow-like or
golden light, easting no shadow, and will
makes the court ns light as day. The slec-
trie light decorations on the lagoon have
been so arranged as to form a elrcle. No
two of the buildings have been decorated
allke. Seven lines of light will extend In
cirele fashion from the pillars of the Gov-
ernment bujlding to the dome of the same.
Nine batteries wiil form as many different
lights for the electrichl fountain In the west
end of the lagoon and almost any contrast
known can be formed by it.

Clenring the HBlaff Traet.

Bmall plants and rose bushes are helng
met out at different positions about the main
court and on the Bluff - tract, which will
eoon give the appearance of a veritable
flower garden, The work on the Hortleul-
ture building has reached that degree where
the trush has been removed and the setting
out of bluegrass sod commenced, which Is
to abut the foundation of the bullding. The
Culifornia exhibit will occupy almost one-
third of the building to the enst. Already
Frank Higgins, who has charge of the ex-
hibit, has taken charge and will lose no
time In arranging the extensive display.

The Utah agricultural nnd mining exhibits
have arrived, but in a rather dilapldated
conditlon. Mr. Whittaker, the superintend-
ent for Utah, who has been at the grounds
for several days arranging booths, received
a telegram Wednesday night that a misfor-
tune had overtaken his exhibits at Rawlins,
Wyo. Sparks from the engine set fire to
the ear containing the exhiblis and hefore
Lhe fire could be extinguished it had badly
flamaged them. The exhibits arrived yes-
terday over the Unlon Pacific and they look
badly. Bome of the agricultural selections
were entirely consumed by the fire, while
4 number of the cases for the mining de-
partment were badly domaged by the fire
ind water, The greatest loss was the
nodel of the state hounse bullding of Utah,
~vhich was valued at $2,000.

Bayliss says that origi-
nally he had a contract to exhibit an fllu-
slon to be known as “Night and Mornlug,"
the thing to be in the form of a four-story
pyramid in which there were to be numer-
ous scenes, Including a cafe where winged
females, Intended to represent angels, would
serve food and drinks, In addition to this
there was to be an apartment where his
satanic highness would toriure his subjects
and make things lively for' the wicked
caught within his domains. This scheme
foll through and then his contract was mod-
iffled so that, according to his wversion, it
would Include the exhibition of movable ple-
tures, one of which he says is to be a rep-
resentation of the harbor of Havana, the
city, the surrounding country and the de-
struction of the Maine,

It 18 right at this point where the two
concesalonaires clash. Roltalr contends that
he has the exclusive contract for the pro-
duetion and projection of plctures showing
the situation in Cuba and the destruction of
the Maine In the harbor of Havana.

CALLS IT THE “OMAHA" STAMP

PostoMee Department Gives the Spe-
cial Issue Ita OfMecial Name
and Deseription.

Yesterday the Department of Publicity
and Promotion received a telegram from
Wasbington to the effect that the exposls
tlon stamp lssue would be printed In one
color. It had been the Intentlon of the
Postofice department to use two or more
eoolors In order to bring out the design
more forcibly and to lend to each denomina-
tlon a peculiar Individuality. Owing to the
oxtra time required for printing this was
abandoned and now each stamp will be in
one solld color, the different denominations
to be of different hues,

Third Asaistant Postmaster General Mer-
ritt Is out with a circular, under date of
April 21, to the postoffices of the United
States, some 160,000 odd In number, mak-
Ing arrangements for the new stamp. It
will be known as the "Omaha issue.” The
eircular eays:

To accomplish the distribution of these
stamps a requisition form, “*3201—Omaba,”
printed on yellow paper will be furnished
all postmasters upon thelr request to the
first assistant postmaster general after May
1 mnext, Presidentlal postmanters will re-
celve coples of this form bhefore that date.
This now form may be used for ordering
any postal cards or stamped envelopes de-
gired with the Omaha stamps, but ordiuary
stamps of the 1844 series, now beilug issued,
will not be furnished on the new form of
requisition mentioned above.

There !'s no lssue of Omaha eards
stamped envelopes. The adhesive form

per that will be lssued. The jasue of these
stamps will cease at the end of the calen-
dar year, December 31, 1808 but they will
be good for postage indefinitely.

The denominationgs of the Omaha etamp
will be the 1, 2, 4, 5, 8 10 and H0-cent and
the $1 and 32, making n complete set of
sue soon a complete description of the
stamps,

All the requisition and return forms for
the Omnha stamp have been received at
the Omaha postoflice. From the prepara-
tion made by the government it Is evident
the oMelals at Washington expect the regu-
lar series of stamps to be supplanted by the
Omnha so far as Its denominations go. It
Is expected that by the first of June the
sale will begin and from that date forward
every letter sent throughout the world from
8 postofiice of the United States will bear
an advertisement of Omaha and the Great
Transmississippl Exposition. '

ENGLAND ON THE RIGHT SIDE

Sympathirs aad Hepes Are with
Amerien In the War Golag
on Axainst Spain.

P. M. Cochrane of the Omaha Coal, Coke
and Lime company salled from Glasgow,
Scotland, April 28, on the steamer Furnesaia
and arrived In Omabn Wednesduy. Beoause
of the close watch war shipe are keeping
on all vessels Mr. Cochrane says the crew
and passengers of the Furnessia were very
uneasy for fear they would be compelied to
undergo Inspection from some Spanish boat,
and the passengers expected to see the
Spaniah armada at almost any minute. One
veasel wns sighted which had four masts
and a funpel and stood high up out of the
water. Orders were expected to heav to,
but it proved not to be a battleship of the
enemy as was feared.

Mr. Cochrane saya that the English are
heartily in sympathy with the Americans
In the war, that they thought at first that
the United States was a little too hasty in
entering uwpon the struggle, but now almost
without exception, English papers and prom-
{nent Englishmen commend our action and
denounce the cruelty and injustice of the
Spanjards, In regard to the Maine affalr
Mr. Cochrane says that the bellef that the
Spanish blew the vessel up Is as prevalent
in England as In America. The Englizh
press |8 not nearly so radical in lts denun-
cintion of the SBpaniards as the American
press, neither Is war the sole topic of dis-
cussion there, as it is In this country, huot
much interest |8 manifested In the outcome
of the strugele, and there are few Eunglish-
men who are not confident and hopeful that
the United States will win.

Dundee is Mr. Cochrane's native town
and It was there that he spent most of his
time while in Seotland. For some time
there has been n terrible business depression
I the seaport towns of Scotland and Eng-
Innd, caueed by a strike of mechanics and
shipbuilders and resulting In the lozs of
much business In that line to German and
Amerlean companies. This strike s over
now and Mr. Cochrane says that the coun-
try is in a period of great prosperity and
much improvement has come about in the
condition of island trade.

FINISH WAR REVENUE BILL

Hond T=o-islon is Stricken Ont and
Sliver Colunge and Greenbnek
Insne Are Subatltuted,

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The genate com-
mittee on finance today concluded its con-
sideration of the war revenue bill after a
two weeks' sitting and Senator Allison re-
ported it to the sennte at 4 o'clock.

The bill shows that all the provisions in
the hoetuse bill for the [ssuance of bonds anag
certificates of indebtediess were stricken
out, and Mr, Allison, on reporting the mens-
ure, made a minority report, giving author-
ity for the bond issue.

The amendment inserted at the Instunc
of the democrats for the Ie=uance of green-
backs is as follows:

That the secretary of the treasury is here-
by authorized, for the purpose of meeting
and defraying the expenditures made neces-
sary by renson of the existing war against
Spaln, to prepare and issue on the eredit of
the United States of America, from time to
time as the same may be needed during the
next fiscal yvear, United States legal toondor
notes to the amount of $150,000,000, which
notes shall be of like denominations and of
the same legal tender quality and shall be
payable and redecmable and reissuable in
the same manner a8 the $346,000,000 of such
notes now oultstanding, «% described and
mentioned in the act of congress of May 31,
1878, #ald notes, when first issued, to be ex-
pended only upon the war account afore-
sald and said notes shall be exempt from
taxation by or under state or municipal
authority.

The provision for the coinage of the sil-
ver seigniorage Is as follows:

That the secretary of the treasury shall
cause to be coined, as fust and as soon as
possible, Into standard silver dolars, which
ghall be of Hke welght and fineness and of
HEke legal tender quality as those prowvided
for under existing laws, the silver bullion
held In the treasury, belng the amount of
galn or seignlorage derived from the pur-
chases of silver bullion by the treasury un-
der the act of July 14, 1590, amounting to
the sum of $42,000,000, saidl moneys so
colned to be Immediately available for pay-
ment of expenditures on aceount of the
present war with Spain,

The secretary of the treasury ls hereby
further authorized to lmmediately jssue in
advance of the colnage of sald selgnlorage
aforesaid silver certificates of simllar design
and denominations and of the same quan-
tity, payable and redeemable in like man-
ner as those authorized by law, In such
sums as may from time to time be needed
for such war expenditure, not exceeding in
all the total amount of sald selgnlorage so
keld in the treasury.

| Omaha Likely to Listan to This Magnificent
Musical Organisation.

ANOTHER ATTRACTION FOR THE EXPOSITION

Prealdent MeKintey In Sald te He in
Favor of Allowing the Band
to Vislt Omaha's Dig
Show,

——

WASHINGTON, May 12.—(Special Tele-
aram.)—~The question of the Marine band
Koing to Omaha has once more reached the
president, Secretary Long of the Navy de-
partment stating to Senator Thurston, who
called upon the secretary in relation to the
matter this morning, that be would not in-
terpose any objection to the band's going in
view of the fact that the expoaition was of
a national character as Indicated by con-
gress and President MeKinley, While there
Is no certalnty that the band may be per-
mitted to leave there Is no doubt that prog-
resa Is being made toward that end.

The Star states tonlght that the president
has authorized the Marine band to attend
the National Exposition at Omaha golely be-
cause {1 comes under the rule which permits
the band to attend occasions for which con-
gress hns made an aprpopriation, and in this
case congress has made an appropriation of
$200.000, This assertion could not Le con-
firmed, but there Is every reason to belleve
that it Is true. Director Santlemann [s
greatly pleased with the outcome of the
matter and {g ready to enter Into & contract
with the exposition management at a flgure
that shall be mutually satisfactory. The
band has not had such an extended trip since
1595, and hes not been in Omaha sinee the
spring of 1882, when it went there under the
leadership of Sousa.

For an hour thls afternoon the conference
eommittee on the Indian  bill  discussed
points of difference between the twd houses.
Much wns gone over that had been consid-
ered at previots meotings. It waa declded
to suspend nny definite action looking to
agreement or disagreement
at 10:30, when the points of difference in the
B will be taken up.

Officials of the Postoffice departiment today
Issued the intereating statement relating to
the amendment to the postoffice appropria-
tion bill reducing the number of deliveries
In each city to four per day. The depart-
ment shows that while the change would de-
crease the number of deliveries In the cities
which now have four or more trips, it
would affect n saving of little more than
$£200,000, It is shown that Omaha, South
Omaha, Council Bluffs, Clinton, Davenport,
Marshalltown and Sloux City will be af-
feeted, as they have a number of carriers
making five trips each day. It s Hkely that
the senate amendment bill will be struck
out In conference.

PASSENS THE ARBITRATION BILL.
On'y Three Senators Mecord Thelr
Voten Auninst It
WASHINGTON, May 12.—After a pro-
lonzed discussion the senate this evening

passed the bill “concerning carriers engagedl
in interstate commerce and their employes,”
popularly known as the railway arbitration
BIL

The most Important amendment o the
measure was that offered by Mr. Hoar,
which provides that courts shall issue no
injunction against railway employes which
shall compel them to give their personal
seryice to a company against thelr will,

On the final vote only three senators were
recorded sgninst the Dbill. They were Mr.
Money (Miss,), Mr. Rawling (Utah), and
My, Tillman (8. C.).

A bill was passed removing all disabilities
impoged by the fourteenth amendment to
the constitution on persons who were al one
time engaged in rebellion against the United
States,

The war revenue mensure was reported to
the senate, and notice was given that It
would be taken up next Monday for consid-
erantion.
